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MOUNTED TROOPS. 


GEN. BULLER DEMANDS A FORCE 
OF 10,000 FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 


A Spanish Steamer Chased and Overe 
hanled by a British Cruiser— 
Tugela River Reports. 


Londen, Dec. 20.—The government 
bss at jast consented to mobilize a 
force wh.ch Gon. Buller is credited 
with having demanded all along as an 
essential cf suecess in South Africa, 
namely ten thousand mounted infan- 
try. 
sued au order to the effect that the 
government bad decided to raise for 
South Africa a mounted infantry force 
to be called ‘‘Imperial Yeomanry’’ and 
to be recruited from yeomanry, volun- 
teers and civilians possessing the re- 
quisite qualifications. 

Enlistment will be for one year, or 
during the continuance of the war. 
The men mu-t be between 20 and 35 
years old and of equal physique to the 
ordinary cavalry soldier. Officers and 


men are to provide their own horses | 


and to wear neutral tint cloth shooting 
jackets, not necessarily uniform, felt 
hats, breecbes and gaiters. Ail must 
be good riders and marksmen. The 
same order invites every volunteer re- 
giment that is linked with a regular 
battalicn serving at the front to supply 
a full company, which will take the 
place of the 
regiment. 

‘These arrangements are expected to 
result in a considerable force. The 
enrolled strength of the yeomanry 
forces, which originated in the trouble- 
ous p riod of tne French revolution, is 
now 10,434. Their services bave pever 
been called tor in war before. 

The Lord Mayor of London, Mr. Al- 
fred Newton, is raising a force of 1,- 
000 volunteers among the city corps. |

war, Hon. Jos. Chamberlain said: “We 
are fighting for good government and 
fre.dom from oppression, fighting for the 
due performance of sacred promises, for 
the observance of solemn conventions, 
fighting also to resist an attack on the 
Queen's dominions, and insult and in- 
jury to her Joyal subjects. 
" “It ig a great war upon which we are 
entered. We are told the Transvaal is a 
weak power, but weakness in war de- 
pends got on wealth nor numbers, and 
the Transvaal at the time of the unwar- 
ranted and extraordinary and insolent 
attack upon Her Majesty’s territories 
was by far the greatest military power 
jn South Africa. (Hear, hosar.) For 
years the Boers had armed and prepared 
for this contingency, aod when it is re- 
yaembered we are over 6,000 miles from 
South Africa, and even on landing 1,500 
miles from our ultimative objective, it is 
not surprising that the Boers thought 
they would defeat us, and bad already 
toasted the driving of the British red- 
jackets into the sea. We owe it to the 
inagnificent defence made by a handful 
of troops who held forts in Natal and on 
the colony border that we did not find 
all south Africa under the Boer flag. 
We shal] continue to watch anxiously 
this great struggle, with migds prepared 
if need be, for reverse, uot too exultant 
of victories, and waitiug ip eptire and 
absolute confidence as to what that end 
will be.

OUK CATTLE TRADE, 


The 1899 Seasen Mas Proved to 
be the - Best in The History 
of the West. 


What has proved fo be—in spite of 
great initial discour ents—one of the 
best live stock ship seasons in the 
history of the trade in the west Bas just 
been brought to a close and the cattle 
dealers are now enjoying a well-earned 
rest after unusually arduous labora 
‘The shippiag season of 1899 has been one 
of the shortest in the history of the trade, 
the wet weather of the early summer 
‘having lsept the cattle out of condition 
‘till the latter part of Juls and the good 
‘home demand absareed all the earlier 
offerings. Exporting western’ cattle did 
not really begin until the first week in 
August, although owe lot. of fancy beef 
steers was forwarded to Montyeal about 
the middle of July. Since the shipping

Added to the 
32,000 head of beef cattle shipped east 
this makes a total trade in cattle of 
$7,000 head. Last year the nember of 
stockers sold numbered 19,000 bead and 
the total number of cattle 59,000 head. 
It can hardly te held in the light of the 
above analysis of shipments that the in- 
<rease shown this P acd over the pre- 
vioué season is an altogether gratifying 
one, as ‘the practice of selling young 
cattle before they are fit for beef is gea- 
erally regarded as a short-sighted one on 
the part of the farmers. In the two 
years during which Manitoba farmers 
have made it a practice to-do this the 
country has been a stripped of 
its reserves of beef stock, and thie year 
many have sold their stock down to six 
months’ old calves.. The effect of this 
was seen to some extent last spring when 
the country was threatened for a time 
with actnal shortage of beef and the 
price was forced up by speculators to an 
unreasoaable tigare in co aence there 
of. This practice has alsd contributed to 
some extent in the falling off in eastern 
shipmente as it is certain, that if the

For a while 
in thespring as high as 5c was: being 
paid for etall fed animals for local con- 
sumption owing to the fears of scarcity. 
Stocker cattle sold at from $12 to $16 
per head for yearlings and $18 to $22 for 
two years old. Most of the yearlings 
realized $14.50 per head. For sheep thé 
market opened at from 5 to 5c and has 
ranged from those figures down to 4c, 
and for hogs the market has ranged from 
4% to 5c, selected weights. Horses have 
been selling throughout the season at 
from $125 to $175 each for working 
grades. 

Shipments of cattle from Montreal to 
Great Britain during the past season 
were smaller than in 1896, aggregating 
82,889 head, 11,804 head of which were 
from the United States. Besides these, 
1,144 head were shipped’ from Quebec. 
About 30,000 head of Canadian cattle 
went abroad through United States 
ports, which caused a falling off in Can- 
adian shipments. <A large business was 
donc in shipping stockers, from Ontario 
to Quebec to southern 
age price paid for fat cattle at country 
points was $60, which is about $5.00 above 
previous years. Ocean freight rates 
ruled lower during most ef. the season 
than ip previous years, and were onl 
seriously advanced when the Sout 
African war broke out.; Prices for Can- 
adian cattle at Liverpool ranged through 
out the season from 10% to l2c per lb.

Of condensed 
milk, sweetened and unsweetened, the 
four months’ supplies represent 360,000 
tons. 

Particularly interesting is the item of 
jam. This commodity was first given to 
the British troops in the Soudan ex- 
pedition of 1884 and 1885, and it was 


pedition. It was reported on very favor- 
ably on each occasion, for not only was it 
regarded with favor by the troops, but it 
was found to be a distinctly healthy food, 
especially on account of its antiscorbutic 
properties, an important consideration in 
the absence of a good supply of fresh 
vegetables. Jam has thereture taken a 
permanent place as one thing among 
others for troops to fight on, and the 
quantities to be kept in South Africa as 
a four months’ reserve amount to no leas 
than 1,450,000 pounds, consigned in tins 
each containing a single pound. In re- 
gard to the liquids the list provides for 
80,000 bottles of rum, 12,000 bottles of 
whiskey, 32,000 bottles of port wine, 
nearly 40,000 pounds bit of lime juice, 
a vast quantity of “sparklets” for making 
soda water, and 80 tons of alum for 
purifying spring or river water of which 
6 quality may be doubtful. 

Of tobacco the quantity sent out b 
the war office for the four months 
40,000 pounds, this, of course, being quite 
independent of the amount contributed 
by private donors. It should be said, 
however, that the troops have to pay for 
that supplied by the war office, doing so 
at the rate of 1s per pound, so that, no 
doabt, they would be doubly pleased to 
get free gifts from the British public. Of 
ordinary hospital supplies the quantities 
ate based on the supposition that 10 
cent. of the troops are always either sick 
or wounded, though this percentage is 
never reached. Jn the way of disinfect- 
ants also, it is assumed that during each 
four months there will—or may—be re- 
quired 6,000 pounds of carbolic acid 
powder, 2U tons of chloride of lime, 10,000 
gallons of izal, and 10 tons of McDeugall’s 
disinfecting powder. Still another item 
on the list is that of 80,000 pounds of 
candles. For the horses and mules there 
are provided for the same period 25,000 
tons of hay, 31,000 tons of oats, and 3,000 
tons of bran.

| WELL SUPPLIED. 


Kuller’s Li-t: Killed, 146; Weunded, 
746 -—Lord Kitchener Has Sailed 
for Malta on the Cruiser Isis. 


London, Dec. 23.—The Daily Mail 
says: ‘‘We understacd that mews bas 
airived from Gen. Whits to the effect 
that Ladysmith is well sapplied with 
fooi aud ammonitiou and cau bold ozt 
much longer than has been estimated. 
The troops are described as in good 
spirit and anxious to fight.’’ 

London, Dec. 23.—There is as yet 
no defiuite pews regarding the military 
operations in South Africa. Probably 
this is becaus: the only cable that is 
now working is choked with official dis- 
patches. General Buller’s casvalty 
list at Colenso, jast publisned, shows 
that 146 were killed and 746 wounded; 
227 are described as missing and of 
these about 40 are known to be prison- 
ers in the hands of the Boers. Tais 
makes a total larger than Gen. Bal- 
ler’s original estimate. 

Royal letters signed by the Queen, 
are being circulated by the archbisnop 
to the bishops of the various dioceses 
authorizing a collection in the 
churches throughout Evgland on Janu- 
ary 7. in aid of the fund for sick and 
wounded soldiers and their families. 

Interest centres fcr the moment in 
the preparation to send out reinforve- 
ments. The various city guilds have 
given an additional £12,000 for the ex- 
penses of the imperial volunteers, be- 
sides gifts of horses, ambuiances and 
other paraphernalia. The latest not- 
able volunte:rs include th2 two ne- 
phews of Lord Roberta, Major Charles 
Shers‘on and Major Maxwell Sherson, 
their brotber was killed at Glencoe. 

The admiraliy bas decided to dis- 
pafch another naval brigade of 700 men 
to South Africa.

| Only a Powerfal Attacking Force Can 


Hope fur Success—Enemy Well 
Supplied With Am-uanition. 


London, Dec 21.—The gravity of 
the military situation is again’ becom- 
ing accentoated in the public mind, 
owing to the complete abs-nce of news. 
Nothing has been heard from Lord Me- 
thuen since Sunday, and it is feared 
that his communications have been eut. 

A correspondent of the Daily News, 
telegraphing from dder River last 
Saturday says: ‘Tbe Boer position. al- 
ready formidable on Dec. 11, has since 
been greatly streogthened, extending 
tor an area of 12 miles. Itis entrenched 
according to the mist modern methods 
throughou: its entire length. Wire 
fences have been placed tefore all the 
trenches at every point, guns have been 
put into positicn, and there is every 
evidence that the Boers are well sop- 
plied with ammunition. Only a pow. 
erful atiacking force can bope to make 
@ successful a-s uit." 

The Times in an article from the pen 
of a military expert, laments the disper- 
sion of the British forces, and qnotes 
the maxim of Napoleon in tavor of 
concentration, aud regrets that Lord 
Methuen did not retire to Orange river 
a week ago. The latest dispatches re- 
vevied seem to show that the British 
forces are standing on the defensive at 
all points. Gen. Buller is ordering 
the troops now arriving at Cape Town 
to proceed to Darban to reinforce the 
Natal column. The absence of news 
from him has led to the surmise that 
he is trying to join Gen. White by a 
flank movementt.
